All three hare already received 
more or less notice at our hands; but ho 
impressod are we with tho iraporliuict; 
of llicso oulorpriHCH that wo veriluro, ki 
the risk of ltitigui:i(j iho roudor, to of- 
fer a few adiiitioual obaorvations. For 
the eake of eonvenienoo we- - Bball take 
them up in the order in which they have 
been meutioned. Tho raovonaent hav-

Ebitor Bbitisb Colomist :— Id your is«no 
of Sunday iaat an item appeals calling ut- 
tenttoa to the premature and mysterious do 
ciy, in thia Colony, of iho apple and cherry 
irees j and appualiig to nurserymen and 
gardonars for imlormatioo as to tho cause 
and tho proper remedy to be applied. 

In the absaoce of better inlormaiiou — tbe 
iiubjeois being not new to me, — I am in- 
duced lo eeod yon a tew notes thereon. 
L'reroising, however, tbat I do not go tho 
wholi longib with yoo, \n belisvinn that 
the uhole of tbe apple und cherry Uses in 
the oolony ore more or lass afToolod with 
discaae — or Ihul the causa is ao onvdopud 
la myj/t'r^ as you have aupposod. On the 
oontiary laige oumbars of peifeotly healthy 
trass, of tbe kinds, do exist ia the colony, 
and io most oaaes of diseased trees which 
have como under my own obisrvatien the 
real or proximate cause lias not beao dilDcult 
of axplanctloo. 

There are various oamoa operating either 
singly or in combination, prodacing the 
.ovil oomplaioed of, but the primary ones 
are UDfltnesi, and want of preparation of the 
soils and sabiequent bid maoogement, to. 
f;ell)or with climntic influunoea over which 
wo have only paitial conirol. And iir.t at 
lo soil, bow oltjn in ibi-s colony do wo see 
uropor attention paid lo solactin^ n sni able 
soli or Bilo for au orchard. In a ma-
